It is claimed by the Rockland manage- 
ment that Gilroy was purchased by 
the Lawrence team from the Nash- 
ville team of the Southern league, and 
that whether he has actually signed 
or not he is the property of that club 
and under the national agreement 
cannot play for any other team.

“according to reports which have 
been received” Gilroy is under the 


claim of the Lawrence club. It 
would be much better for the Rock- 
land to get the facts and not depend 
on the “reports received.” As a 
matter of fact it was through Ed 
Arundel of the Lawrence club that 
Gilroy was secured for the Quincy 
team. Arundel is a personal friend 
of one of the local stockholdera and 
told the Quincy club that Gilroy was 


all right. Gilroy was once a member 
of the Lawrence and also the Fall 
River clubs of the New England 


league, but this season was sold to 
the Nashville club of the Southern 
league. Here he pitched great ball 
for a while, but the climate did not 
agree with him and he was not able 
to do his best work . He ‘therefore 
asked for his unconditional release, 
which he received, and he came back 
home a free agent. Hence he jis free 
to play wherever he gets a chance. If 
there is any trouble anywhere, it is 
with the Nashville team of the South- 
ern league as Arundel says he has 
no claim on the man. 

One of the officials of the local club 
said this morning that he had heard 
nothing of a formal protest. There 
was talk of protesting the game at 
the grounds Saturday, but it was 
thought best not to disappoint the 
crowd. The local officials got in 
touch immediately with Pres. Murphy 
of the league. He said that he had 
not received any formal protest from 
the Rockland team as yet. ‘He also 
said that he would communicate at 
once with Frank Farrell of New York, 
who has the records of all the sales, 
purchases, releases and contracts fn 
all organized baseball, and would find 
exactly where Gilroy stood. Not un- 
til word is received from Farrell can 
it be ascertained just what will be- 
come of Gilroy and the Rockland 
protest. 

The Rockland team takes the stand 
that as the league has the rule for 
barring players who are ineligible, 
the rule ought to be enforced. This 
is a perfectly proper and just stand 
to take, for if the rules are not car- 
ried out, they might as well not be 
in existence. The bringing of ring- 
ers into the league is a bad thing and 
should be stopped at once to be sure, 
but it is always best to be sure 
whether they are ringers or not, be- 
fore any trouble is made.

As part of its contract with the 
city, the Electric light company is 
supposed to turn on the street lights 
in the district where a fire alarm 
strikes in from, provided the street 
lights are not turned on at the 
time. Tuesday night an alarm was 
sounded from Box 42 at 9.13. The 
moon was within two or three nights 
of the full; therefore there were no 
street lights, although it was the dim- 
est kind of moonlight. However the 
company was clearly within its rights 
in not lighting the streets but when 
the fire alarm struck the street lights 
should have been turned on in the 
section where the fire was supposed 
to be. The drivers of the various fire 
companies failed to notice the street 
lights if they were turned on with 
the result that the fire companies re- 
sponding to the alarm were obliged 
to drive through  semi-darkened 
streets. It isn’t fair to ask the, fire- 
men to risk their lives by rushing 
their horses through the streets un- 
der such conditions. That part of the 
agreement concerning the lighting of 
streets in the case of a fire alarm, is 
all wrong anyhow, even if it is lived 
up to by the electric light company. 
The order as passed by the city coun- 
cil was to the effect that the lights 
should be turned on in that district 
where the fire is. If, however, boxes 
23 or 26, in the Centre, should strike 
in after 1 o'clock in the morning, the 
company would be justified in turn- 
ing on only the lights in the Centre. 
The Quincy Point and Wollaston ap- 
paratus, however, respond ‘to those 
boxes on first alarms and under the 
conditions cited above would have to 
come part way through dark streets. 
When the next contract with the 
lighting company is made, 
the city fails to get all-night lighting, 
which ought to be, the company 
should be made to turn on the lights 
all over the city when a fire alarm is 
sounded after 1 o’clock because there 
is no telling but the fire may call for 
a second or general alarm which 
would bring apparatus from all parts 
of the city. If the city authorities 
fail to strike a bargain this time for 
all-night lighting every night in the 
year, there are many citizens who will 
be disappointed at least, not to use a 
more emphatic word.

This week witnessed a clearing up 
session of the district court which 
brought forth some interesting details. 
For several years, past it has been the 
policy of Judge Avery to continue the 
execution of sentences in cases of mis- 
demeanors, until the end of the month 
so as to give the accused a chance to 
pay his fine, an opportunity to stay at 
his work and remain home with his 
family and save himself the record of 
a jail sentence which is generally the 
result of not having the money to pay 
a fine. It often happens that on the 
day when these cases are continued to, 

tthe judge places the case on file on 
payment of costs, if the accused has 
shown a willingness to do better. On 
Wednesday 54 continued cases were 
called. A great many of the accused 
had paid the fines imposed on them by 
the court; others were let off with the 
costs of court and others asked for a 
further continuance and got it if their 
record showed they were doing well. 
One man, only, was defaulted. If all 
the men who had their cases continued 
to this week had been sent to jail in 
default of payment when their cases 
first came before the court, there 
would have been some hard stories to 
tell of more than one family. The 
method employed by Judge Avery is a 
humane one, it is a saving to the 
family of the accused, financially and 
morally, and any man who would 
abuse the confidence placed in him at 
such a time by the judge by not ap- 
pearing in court at the time he agree

There are many ready to take up 
the cudgels in behalf of Brigham, and 
there are indications that some of the 
political reform organigations of the 
city will register their opposition to 
the mayor's action. 

General Bingham, who is a native 
of Connecticut and a graduate of West 
Point, came to the New York police 
department shortly after he had re- 
tired from the United States army 
with the rank of brigadier general. 
He was then widely known in Wash- 
ington, throughout army circles and 
at many diplomatic posts in Europe. 
He had occupied the post of superin- 
tendent of public grounds and build- 
ings at Washington, but when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt succeeded McKinley 
frequent differences of opinion be- 
tween the two resulted in Bingham’s 
removal to an army post in Buffalo, 
where the loss of a leg in the per- 
formance of his duty resulted in his 
retirement. His appointment as po- 
lice commissioner was Mayor Mce- 
Clellan’s declaration of independence 
of Tammany Hall and of opposition 
to political control of the police. 

The climax of the Bingham-Duffy 
controversy has brought forward into 
the political limelight Supreme Court 
Justice Gaynor, who called the Duffy 
case to McClellan’s attention in a 
series of scathing letters in which he 
attacked the Bingham administration 
of police affairs. Gaynor has for sey- 
eral weeks been mentioned promi- 
nently as a possible Democratic can- 


didate for the mayoralty to succeed 
McClellan.

There seems to be considerable ba- 
sis for the Syracusans’ confidence in 
their orsmen. Not only have they the 
prestige of last year’s victory to spur 
them on, but they have a mighty good 
crew totry again for the intercol- 
legiate honors. Most of the men have 
sat in winning boats of 
another, and from all 
there will be no collapse in the orange 
shell. In addition, they have had the 
most careful coaching possible at 
hands of Coach James H. Ten Eye! 
a member of the family that has mad 
much rowing history. The 
men are especially anxious to beat the 
Wisconsin crew, who are coached by 
Ned Ten Eyck, son of their own train 
er. To add to the rivalry 
two crews, Syracuse's stroke is an 
other son of the Wisconsin coac! 

Probably the “dark horse” in to- 
day’s race is Wisconsin, always con 
sidered a formidable contender for ir 
tercollegiate honors in rowing, des 
pite the fact that it has never come 
out better than second.

looking oarsmen, who have been row- 
ing well together and have shown 
signs of individual skill and strength 
The men have theadded incentive of 
trying to retrieve their bad defeat of 
last year, whenthe manat No. 2 
lapsed and the crew finished last 

It must be admitted frankly that 
Columbia does not look good today 
to the rowing expert. There have 
too many changes in the crew to de- 
velop the best there is in the men. 
They will row their best, of course, 
and they have their splendid finish as 
second last year to bear them up, but 
even candid Columbia men have been 
heard to admit that a victory for the 
blue and white today will be a big 
surprise. 

In Cornell’s favor are the splendid 
way in which the men have been row- 
ing together in practice and the long 
list of carnelian and white victories. 
This year’s crew is light, however, 
and doubts are expressed that the men 
can stand the strain. This year's 
squad has been very small, and Coach 
Courtney has had but ten men to pick 
his final crew. 

Pennsylvania haS not won a race 
here since 1900, when the first of the 
intercollegiate races was rowed, and 
she does not seem due for another 
victory. Only a small squad came up 
from the Schuylkill, and Coach Ward 
has been quoted to the effect that his 
combination is not a strong one. He 
was handicapped in developing his 
men by poor weather last spring, and, 
in addition, they have been here only 
since June 20, giving them but a short 
time to train on the course. 

Summing up*the opinions of the ex- 
perts, it looks like Syracuse’s race, 
with Wisconsin a strong contender 
and Cornell a possible winner. Vic- 
tory by either Columbia or Pennsyl- 
vania would be the intercollegiate sur- 
prise of the season.

“Heavy easterly winds will also 


keep vessels off from the southern 
approach and while they might be 
safely anchored at the mouth of Buz- 
zard’s Bay, nine captains out of ten 
would rather be reaching up Vine- 
yard Haven Sound and over the 
shoals than waiting for the wind to 
change. 

“From the seaman’s point of view, 
the Cape Cod Ship Canal is a big 
experiment and while it will, of 
course, shorten the distance to New 
York and southern ports, taking into 
consideration the toll which will be 
charged, together with the danger 
which will be incurred on account 
of the lack of sea room and safe 
anchorage, the possibility of financial 
success for the canal is not assured.”

That part of Houghs 
Neck is one of the prettiest and 
healthiest parts of the city, but peo- 
ple will not buy and settle in a 
place where there are not proper 
school advantages for their children. 

The writer in the Advertiser asks 
the City Council “What are you going 
to do with the overflow o1 me Wol- 
laston, Massachusetts Fields and 
Quincy districts?” True, that also 
must be taken into consideration. A 
school building situated in Montclair 
or its vicinity would solve the mat- 
ter of the overflow in Wollaston, At- 
lantic and Norfolk Downs for there 
are many children attending school 
in all three of these places who would 
be much nearer a school in Montclair 
than any of tbese other three. The 
Montclair section is a section unus- 
ually full of children and every day 
the number of families having chil- 
dren is increasing. 

The present time is a very critical 
one in the educational development 
of the city. Is the City Council go- 
ing to help the school committee 
meet this problem or is it going to 
fail them in this time of need ?

State Tax Less by That Amount Than 
It Was Last Year—Roosevelt Club 
Oppoges Hibbard—Court Gives H. 
M. Whitney Verdict 


The great and general court has 
finally been prorogued and the session 
of 1909 is over. During the life of the 
session the governor vetoed four 
measures and allowed four others to 
become laws without his signature. 
In the last hours of the session a 
measure was passed amending the act 
compelling telegraph companies to put 
the date and hour upon each tele- 
gram sent, by providing that no 
extra charge should be made for this 
work. By this action the course of 
telegraph companies increasing the 
rate of 25 to 35 cents ior messages of 
ten words is nullified. In all 539 acts 
and 143 resolves were enacted by the 
legislature. 

Among the important acts passed 
by the legislature is the Jaw for a rigid 
inspection of slaughtered heef; Bos- 
ton charter; permitting the sale of ice 
cream, confectionery, soda and fruit 
on the Sabbath under legal supervis- 
ion; providing for a holding company 
for stock of the Boston and Maine 
railroad; providing for the taxation of 
deposits in the savings departments 
of trust companies; giving the Boston 
school committee absolute control 
over the organizations of pupils; per- 
mitting the killing of deer by farmers 
under certain restrictions when the 
deer are found destroying the crops; 
prohibiting the taking of assignments 
of wages as security for small Joans; 
providing for completing the inventory 
of the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph company; prohibiting the 
sale or gift of cigarettes to minors un- 
der the age of 18 years; consolidat- 
ing the state board of education and 
the commission on industrial educa- 
tion; providing for a study of the 
transportation problem in Boston with 
reference to additional subways and 
tunnels; providing for a continuous 
appropriation for improving harbors 
and rivers, this appropriation to be 
spent by the harbor and land commis- 
sion. 

Some Rejected Measures 


A number of measures of greater 
or less importance have been re- 
jected by the legislature. Some of 
these were only demanded by a single 
class of citizens and not by citizens 
as a whole. Among the rejected bills 
were those for a direct nomination 
system throughout the state; the plac- 
ing of lights on all vehicles at night; 
granting suffrage to women; provid- 
ing for representation by the state at 
the Alaska-Yukon exposition; estab- 
lishing an eight-hour day for workmen, 
laborers and mechanics employed by 
state, city, county or town; permit- 
ting peaceful picketing in times of 
strikes; the akolition of capital pun- 
ishment; providing for a tunnel under 
Boston harbor to Chelsea square; re- 
solve referring a prohibition amend- 
ment to the people. 

It is worthy of note that the state 
legislature by the aid of Governor 
Draper has made possible a state tax 
smaller by $1,000,000 than the tax of 
last year. Ever since his inaugura- 
tion the governor has bent his ener- 
gies toward economy in state affairs. 
Last year as acting governor he saved 
the state nearly $1,000,000 by his 
well-known attitude in regard to vari- 
ous schemes for spending the state’s 
money, some of them meritorious un- 
doubtedly, but none of them absolute- 
ly necessary. This year the legisla- 
ture has co-operated with him to such 
an extent that the state tax is less by 
$1,000,000 than it was last year. 

Legislature Up to Average 

It may be said without exaggeration 
that the legislature just prorogued is 
fully up to the average in every way. 
It may undoubtedly be called a high- 
class legislature. As a matter of fact 
one legislature does not differ so very 
much from another when a general 
average of all its members is struck. 
Some legislatures have greater re- 
sponsibilities and are subjected to 
greater influences and stronger pres- 
sure to pass or not to pass certain 
legislation, and legislatures are gen- 
erally judged by the legislation which 
they enact or by that which they re- 
ject. Certainly both branches of the 
great and general court have been 
well officered. President Treadway 
of the senate has proved an ideal offi- 
cial and has fooled the prophets who 
declared he would’ not make _ good. 
Speaker Walker has made one of the 
best presiding officers who has ever 
sat in the lower branch. He has been 
careful, consistent and earnest in 
his endeavors to protect the interests 
of the commonwealth. \ 

Opposition to Hibbard 

Mayor Hibbard is meeting with 
some opposition in his implied can- 
didacy for renomination as mayor of 
Boston. The Roosevelt club, accord- 
ing to some of its members, has de- 
cided that he should side-step and al- 
low some Republican of Irish birth 
or extraction to run for the nomina- 
tion. The Roosevelt club is a Re- 
publican club made up of men oft 
Irish birth or extraction, but it can- 
not be sald that the organization is a 
unit against the mayor. Some of its

If he has he de- 
serves a re-election, and if he has not 
he should be turned down and some- 
one else given an opportunity to fill 
the bill. Questions of race should 
have no place in the nomination or 
election of a mayor or common coun- 
cilman. Fitness alone should be the 
standard by which a man should be 
judged and the question of birth 
should not figure in the problem at 
all. 


Whitney Need Not Pay 

Henry M. Whitney has won out in 
the suit brought against him by 
Malachi L. Jenkins for a further fee 
as counsel in the Springfield pink 
ticket episode. When the result of 
the pink tjcket convention was 
brought before the state ballot law 
commission, Mr. Whitney employed 
Jenkins as one of his counsel. The 
commission gave Whitney its approv- 
al, declaring him the regular Demo- 
cratic nominee, notwithstanding the 
fact that the convention on the face 
of the returns had nominated General 
Charles W. Bartlett of Boston. Mr. 
Whitney was so badly defeated at the 
polls that it would have been a case ot 
extreme cruelty had he been compelled 
to pay additional counsel fees for an 
honor which proved so empty and un- 
satisfying. Since that time Mr. 
Whitney has fought very shy of poli- 
tics and is not likely to be seen in the 
political lime light again.

The hospitals are literally swamped 
with patients, most of them suffer- 
ing from minor burns and cuts caused 
by explosion of fireworks. 

Fires were numbered by the score, 
but none in New York proper did any 
Most of them were 
careless handling of 
fireworks, matches or powder. The 
most serous fire in the vicinity of 
New York occurred at Ossining, where 
a business block was destroyed at a 
loss of $75,000. The blaze is supposed 
to have been started by a firecracker.

“Our votes,” he said, “shall be cast 
in harmony with our party’s pledges 
as voiced by our party's leader and 
the nation’s president.”

Aud the more the 
people of that city reflect the less lia- 
ble they seem to be to make another 
effort in that direction. 

But this case

city or by a private corporation,

profitable. 
And it is true, whether it ought to 


be or not, that those who manage a 
municipal enterprise do not exercise 
the care in this regard shown in pri- 
vate enterprise. The tendency 1s dl- 
rectly to extravagance and waste and 
toward doing things on a lavish scale. 
This Is so notoriously true in enter- 
prises undertaken by the government 
that the utmost watching is necessary 
to prevent the treasury from being 
raided and wasted. 

When it comes to the municipality 
precisely the same danger is found. 


The’ idea is inbred apparently that 
whenever the public undertakes any- 
thing money is not to be spared. | 


Wages and salaries are more thought | 
of than the cost of the investment and ! 
the need of making a business show- 
jng. Men do not plan or think or work 
for the public with the same idea of 
conserving the interests of the proprie- 
tor that they do In a private enterprise. 

These fundamental difficult con- 
front every municipally 
prise in the country.

Then the 
retailer charges another profit on the 
cent and a half and by the time the 
nails reach the retailer that 1 cent 
equals at least 2 cents, probably more.

TUBERCULOSIS 


Mr. Faxon Gives Two Acres of 
Land For That Purpose 


It is among the possibilities of the 
near future that Quincy may have an 
ideal tuberculosis camp, the only thing 
that prevents the immediate establish- 
ment vf the camp being the lack of 
necessary funds. 

The establishment of such a camp Las 
been made possible by Henry M. Faxon 
who has offered the Tuberculosis soci- 
ety two acres of land upon which to es- 
tablish it. The land given by Mr. 
Faxon is situated just off Quincy ave- 
nue, near the old Job Faxon farm. It 
is high and dry and makes an ideal 
spot for sucha camp. The offer to give 
the land was made s me days ago but 
bas not been accepted as yet owing to 
the lack of funds necessary to establish 
the camp. 

Such acamp iv Quincy would be of 
inestimable value to; the local physi- 
ciaus, who are waging war against the 
great white plague and it is to be hoped 
that the fonds necessary to establish it 
will soon be forthcoming. Before the 
camp can be established it will be nec- 
essary to pipe the lot for water as well 
as to connect it with the sewer. It 
will also be necessary to either erect 
open wooden shelter houses or tents. 
All of these things cost money and the 
society is unfortunate tn not having the 
fands. 

Quincy with its grauite cutting en- 
terprise makes a fertile field for tuber- 
culosis and there abundant op- 
portunity for the local society to edu- 
cate people huw to live so as to combat 
the dreaded disease. 

The tuberculosis exhibit and lectures 
held in City Hall last fall did much to 
open the eyes of the public as to the 
modern method of fighting the white 
plague ‘and the Quincy Women’s club 
are to be commended for its work ino 
getting the exhibit here. The com- 
mittee of the Women’s club having this 
line of work in charge are still hard at 
work and it was due largely to their 
efforts that the tuberculosis society was 
formed shortly after the exhibit. Dr. 
J. F. Welch is the president of the 
society or club and the board of direc- 
tors includes ladies and gentlemen from 
all wards of the city. 

The first steps toward establishing a 
camp was to get the land. This diffi- 
culty bas been overcome by the gener- 
osity of Mr. Faxon. Now will some 
philanthropic person come forward 
with the necessary funds to make the 
camp a possibility ? 

It is understood that the Women’s 
club have offered the use of its 
rooms fora dispensary and that it will 
furnish a nnrse to visit the camp when 
it is established. Let everybody come 
forward with their mite that the de- 
sired results may be accomplished.

A WORTHY CHARITY 


The generosity of Henry M. Faxon 
has again been effectively demonstrated 
by his offering to the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis society the use of two acres of 
land near the old Faxon homestead off 
Quincy avenue as a site for outdoor 
camps for those afflicted with ‘‘the 
white plague.” Io an official communi- 
cation to the public, the Boston associa- 
tion for the relief and control of tuber- 
culosis says that ‘*The granite quarries 
of Quincy help, by their sharp irritat- 
ing dust, to bring the death rate from 
tuberculosis to a figure larger than that 
in any other city intbe state, so there 
is peculiar reason why Qvincy should 
be interested in this disease.’’ This is 
a startling statement to come from a 
society which deals with tuberulosis 
Statistics and it ought to serve to 
arouse the people of Quincy to a realiza- 
tion that prompt measures must be 
taken to prevent any further spread Jof 
the disease as well as to control cases 
that already exist, if such athiug is 
possible. 

Tbe land which Mr. Faxon has offered 
the local s@ciety for the prevention and 
control of tuberculosis is situated close 
to the boundary line of Faxon park 
which his father gave to tbe city. It 
is a rolling, hillside and fronts 
Quincy avenue and runs back to the old 
Faxon homestead where the late Henry 
H. Faxon was boro. In conjunction 
with the movement to establish an out- 
door camp, the Quincy Women’s club 
bas offered the use of one of the rooms 
in its club house for a dispensary. It 
is an unfortunate fact that most cases of 
tuberculosis are found in the poorer 
classes who do not have the opportunity 
for living in sunlight and air as much 
as their condition would warrant. VTer- 
haps by means of this proposed open 
air camp a stand will be made against 
the ravages of this dread disease and if 
only one step forward is gained, there 
will be the thanks of humanity to extend 
to Mr. Faxon and to all others who may 
be instrumental in bringing toa hope- 
ful fruition this magniticent work of 
charity. Such a camp will cost money 
to equipand maintain and a splendid 
opportunity for charitable work is 
hereby offered to those blessed with 
money,

ON HIS HANDS 


‘Insists on Corporation Tax In 
New Tariff Bill 


——_— 


IS ASSURED OF ITS PASSAGE 


Informs Aldrich and Payne That He 
Will Not Retreat From His Aggres- 
sive Position Regarding It, Despite 


Their Appeals—Also Demands Free 
Hides, Oil and Coal, and Reduction 
on Lumber 


Washington, July 16.—Evidences 
of friction between the president and 
the conferees on the tariff bill have 
begun to disturb the hitherto pleas- 
ant relations existing between the 
White House and the Capitol. They 
have become apparent in the many 


chief executive and as a result of the 
trequent interchange of views. 

A last effort has been made by the 
conferees to induce the president to 
consent to the striking out of the 
corporation tax amendment without 
success. The president not only told 
Senator Aldrich and Chairman Payne 
that he would not withdraw from his 
position in favor of this tax, but that 
he was assured of sufficient votes to 
keep the provision in the bill and to 
insure its adoption in both houses. 
The president reiterated this position 
to several of his callers Thursday and 
is said to have told them that he has 
been absolutely confident from the 
first of the enactment of this tax into 
law. 

Pains were taken at the White 
House to make it clear that President 
Taft did not send for Aldrich and 
Payne on the occasion of Wednesday 
night’s conference, despite the inti- 
mation given out in legislative circles 
that these two leaders had been sum- 
moned by Taft upon word reaching his 
ears that the corporation tax was 
about to be dashed to pieces on the 
rocks. 

The conference, it is said at the 
White House, had been sought by the 
legislative leaders, who reported to 
their colleagues that Taft stood solid- 
ly for the tax and would not retreat 
from his aggressive position regarding 
it. 

All of these newly discovered facts 
have revived the talk of a possible 
veto by the President when the Dill 
reaches him. The president's mail 
for two weeks or more has been heavy 
with letters urging him to veto any 
bill conforming to the senate measure. 

The president, according to au- 
thoritative information, is still hope- 
ful that out of the conference con- 
sideration will come a _ satisfactory 
measure. The president has indicat- 
ed to the conferees that he is particu- 
larly interested in securing free hides, 
free oil, free coal and a material re- 
duction in the lumber schedule. He 
also has expressed his interest in 
other schedules which have to do with 
the necessaries of life. Followers of 
the tariff debate know what a fight 
the president has upon his hands to 
secure the free entry of hides, coal 
and oil. 


CASTRO PRAISES HIMSELF 


Tells Venezuelans That They Owe 
Him a Debt of Gratitude 


Caracas, July 16.—The manifesto 
which Cirpiano Castro has addressed 
from Santander, Spain, to Venezuela, 
in which he attempts to justify his 
rule from the political, military, dip- 
lomatic and administrative points of 
view, was read at a joint session of 
congress amid the jeers and laughter 
of the delegates. 

The communication is divided into 
three parts, each dealing with a sub- 
ject as specified above.

The races 
are being sailed boat for boat and the 
winner of the cup must take three 
races. 

Quite a few yachtsmen were at the 
club house Sunday to welcome any 
of the challengers that might arrive 
but the Snokane III, which will repre- 
sent the Beverly club was the only 
one to arrive. The Crooner who is 
defending the cup was towed down 
from South Boston this morning and 
all of the other challengers arrived 


during the morning. 

The challengers are the Ellen 
representing the Boston club; Spo- 
kane III representing the Beverly 


thian club; Wolf representing the 
Eastern club and Crooner represent- 


ing the Quincy club. 

The wind early this morning was 
fresh from the northwest which in- 
sured a good race. Shortly before 
11 o'clock the vachts begun to man- 
oeuvre about the Emeline, which was 
used as the judges’ boat. 

Near by was the power boat Bonita 
with two judges and representatives 
of the press on board who were to 
follow the racers over the course. 
All eyes and glasses were pointed to- 
ward the judges’ boat to see the start. 
Suddenly a puff of smoke was seen 
and a second later the report of the 


gun was heard. It was the signal for 
the start. 
At this time the wind was light 


at the start but freshened before the 
race was finished. The Ellen was 
the first to cross the line followed 
closely by the Spokane and Crooner. 
The Sally was 3 1-2 minutes behind 
the first bunch and Wolf four min- 
utes. The course selected gave the 
boats a run before the wind to Bun- 
kin island. On the turn at this buoy 
the Ellen was still leading the time 
at the turn being: 


Ellen 11-32-04 
Crooner 11-32-32 
Spokane 11-32-39 
Sally 11-33-20 
Wolf 11-33-32 


The boats held their same relative 
positions on the beat home and on 
rounding the stake boat the first time 
round the Ellen was still leading 
with the Crooner 14 seconds behind 
and the Sally in the rear of the fleet.

Rome, July 19.—Don Carlos, the 
pretender to the Spanish throne, died 
at Varese, in Lombardy, at the age 
of 61. He had been ill for a long 


time, suffering from apoplexy. 


BON CARLOS. 


Don Carlos, Duke of Madrid, 
claimed under the special law of suc- 
cession established by Philip V to be 
the legitimate king of Spain by the 
title of Charles VII. His father, Don 
Juan, was the brother of Don Carlos, 
Charles VI, known as the Count de 
Montemolin, in support of whose 
cluims the Carlist risings of 1848, 
1sdé i 1860 were organized. 

In October, 1868, Don Juan abdi- 


cated in favor of his son, whose 
standard was raised in the north of 
Spain in 1872 by some of his parti- 
sans. Don Carlos himself, after ad- 
dressing a proclamation to the in- 
habitants of Catalonia, Aragon and 
Valentia, calling upon them to take 
up arms in his cause, made his entry 
into Spain July 15, 18738, announcing 
that he came for the purpose of sav- 
ing the country. 

Then followed the “four years 
war” which ended when Tolosa, the 
last stronghold of the Carlists, fell, 
and its defenders sought refuge on 
French territory. In the meantime 
the republic came to an end and the 
eldest son of ex-Queen Isabelle re- 
turped to Spain as Alfonso XII. 

Don Carlos passed through France 
to London after his defeat and trav- 
eled in the United States and Mexico. 


In 1877 he joined the Russian army in 
Turkey and fought at Plevna, being 
decorated by the emperor for charg- 
ing the enemy at the head of his own 
escort. 

Within recent years there has been 
a recurrence of the Carlist agitation 
in Catalonia and other districts which 
attributed to the influence of 
Don Jaime, the only son of Don 
Carlos, but these moven have 
proved to be of little importance.

The conditions this morning gave 
promise of the day being an ideal one 
for the second race of the series for 
the Quincy Yacht club challenge cup. 
The weather was clear and on shore 
there was a light mortherly breeze 
that whipped round to almost dead 
east by the time the race was sched- 
uled to start. Outside however, there 
was considerable more of a breeze 
but it was not what is called a heavy 
racing day. Should the wind hold 
light the Ellen may be looked upon 
to make a good showing. 

Today's race was scheduled to start 
at 12 o’clock noon and the course se- 
lected was a triangular one. This 
gave the boats a run, a reach and a 
beat. 

While there were many interesting 
spectators at Monday's race there was 
a much larger crowd present today. 
There was a general’ complaint on 
the part of the spectators however, 
because there were no distinguishing 
marks on the yachts as it was next to 
impossible from the club house to 
tell which was which. But two of the 
boats bear any distinguishing mark 
and it was a matter of guess work 
largely on the part of the spectators 
to know which ‘boat was leading. 

Promptly on the hour of noon the 
warning gun was fired from the Eme- 
line, the judges’ boat, and five min- 
utes later the preparatory gun sound- 
ed At 12.10 there was a dull boom. 
This was the starting signal. 

In Monday's race the Ellen and 
Wolf got confused in reading the sig- 
nals which was the cause of the 
handicap they got. Not so today, 
however, for they were right on deck 
manoeuvering for position at the start. 
start. 

The wind had freshened somewhat 
at the start so that the yachts were 
sent away in a wholesail breeze over 
the course of ten miles. The race had 
not progressed far however before 
the wind flatened out. This was just 
what the Ellen wanted for her strong 
hold is in a light breeze. She soon 
forced herself ahead of the fleet and 
when the boats crossed the line the 
first time round she was leading. She 
continued to hold her lead on the 
second turn and the onlookers at the 
club house picked her out as the win- 
ner of today’s race. On the last tack 
from Harry’s rocks to the starting 
line the Ellen was still leading and 
unless the wind should pick up won- 
derfully it was a foregone conclusion 
that the second leg in the cup would 
be captured by the Boston Yacht club. 

The Spokane was the first boat to 
cross the line at the start and was 
closely followed by the Ellen, Sally 
and Wolf the latter two crossing neck 
and neck. The Crooner was the last 
to cross. 4,

4. That a special committee of 
three be appointed by the President of 
the City Council annually to examine 
into the management of the Fund as 
recommended by Dr. Wocdward in his 
will. 

At the beginning of thts year the 
matter was referred to the Ordinance 
Committee of which I am not a mem- 
ber, and my only connection with it 
was to appear one evening by request 
before the Committee to tell what I 
knew regarding the Fund. The City 
Solicitor as law officer of the City was 
present, and at his suggestion and on 
advice, the Mayor was substituted on 
the proposed new Board in place of 
the City Clerk, and the Mayor and 
City Treasurer were made active mem- 
bers of the Board, although under the 
Special Committee’s proposed amend- 
ment the City Clerk and City Treasur- 
er were given no voice in the manage- 
ment of the Fund. The Committee, 
after considering the matter for near- 
ly six months, drafted an order with 
the assistance of the City Solicitor 
and this was passed by the City 
Council and sent to the Mayor for his 
approval, With the exception of the 
proposed change in the Board the 
provisions of the order were practi- 
cally the same as reported by the 
special committee of last year. Sec- 
tion 6 provided’ that all investments 
shall conform with the laws of the 
Commonwealth governing similar in- 
vestments by Savings Banks, the ap- 
plication to be in writing approved 
by a majority of the members of the 
Board, and certified as to title by the 
City Solicitor. Section 7 provided for 
a committee of three to be appointed 
annually by the President of the City 
Council with full authority to ex- 
amine the Funds and to inspect the 
books and papers of the Board, and 
to confer with the Board. Section 8 
established a form for application for 
loans similar to that used by Savings 
Banks. 

This order was vetoed by the Mayor 
last Monday, the veto being accom- 
panied by a message apparently writ- 
ten by the City Solicitor. The mem- 
bers of the Committee with whom I 
have spoken inform me that he ap- 
proved the proposed amendment in 
form and substance and that they did 
not report the order until they under- 
stood that they had secured his ap- 
proval.

It Stirs Up a Heated Discussion In 
House Appropriations Committee, 
During Which Sarcastic Remarks 
Are in—Employment of 
Special Counsel Declared to Have 


Grown Into an Expensive Fad 


Indulged 


Washington, July 20.—That Fran- 
cis J. Heney, special counsel of the 
department of justice and also assist- 
ant prosecutor in the so-called graft 
cases in San Francisco, received from 
the government last year $23,000 for 
which he performed no service, was 
the frank admission of Chairman 
Tawney of the appropriations com- 
mittee in the house. 

“How much did Heney receive dur- 
ing the year 1908?” demanded Mr. 
Murphy (Rep., Mo.) “and what ser- 
vice did he perform?” 

“He received $23,000 
formed no services for 


and  per- 
the govern- 


ment whatever during that year,” re- 
plied Tawney. 
Subsequently Tawney said: “As @ 


matter of fact Heney has not per- 
formed any active service for the last 
three years. He was appointed Nov. 
7, 1908, his active service continuing 
for about three years, and for this he 
received in all $69,000.” 

Mr. Tawney stated, however, that 
Heney’s salary had nothing to do with 
the $27,000 deficiency for the depart- 
ment of justice for which provision 
is made in the urgent deficiency bill. 
Part of the deficiency, he said, was 
due to the employment of special 
counsel prosecute the tobacco 
trust. 

Mr. Bennet (N. Y.) added that the 
prosecution of the turpentine trust 
was also responsible for part of it. 

Mr. Clark (Mo.) denounced the ap- 
pointment of incompetent United 
States district attorneys, necessitat- 
ing, as he said, the employment of 
special counsel. The practice had 
grown into a fad, he said, and a very 
expensive fad. 

Mr. Mann (Ills.) said Heney needed 
no defense. “The only people opposed 
to him,” he remarked, “were those 
who sympathize with some of those 
who have been accused, if not con- 
victed, of graft.” 

Mr. Burke (Pa.) called the Illinois- 
ian to order, saying that Mann's ad- 
mission that Heney needed no defense 
disposed of the necessity of consum- 
ing the house’s time. 

“I am glad,” said Mann, “that only 
one member, and he from the great

and pure state of Pennsylvania, is 
opposed to Heney.” 
Smarting under Mann's sarcastic 


reference to Pennsylvania as “a great 
and pure” state, Burke charged that 
he had been placed in the position of 
denouncing a competent and earnest 
public officer. The suggestion of 
Mann he characterized as gratuitous. 

“But I want to say,” he remarked 
with some warmth, “that when the 
great and pure state of Pennsylvania 
wishes to have its politics or its 
moral tone improved it will not go to 
the gentleman from Illinois, the state 
of Illinois or the city of Chicago, 
from which the gentleman hails.” 

An amendment by Mr. Cullop 
(Ind.) prohibiting the payment of any 
part of the deficiency appropriation 
toward the employment of special 
counsel to assist in extraditing Dela- 
van Smith of the Indianapolis News 
or Joseph Pulitzer of the New York 
World, in connection with the govern- 
ment’s libel suits growing out of the 
Panama canal purchase, was voted 
down.

WORKING T0 THE SAME END. 


In a very lengthy article yesterday 
Councilman Abele, commenting on the 
Ledger’s editorial on the Woodward 
fund ordinance veto says the editor- 
ial completely ignores the vital pro- 
visions of the amendment. Probably 
the councilman meant the article 
ignored the yital provisions according 
to his recognition of their vitality but 
it seems to us that the first and real 
essential is to do just what Council- 
man Abele apparently wants to do— 
remove the Woodward fund as _ far 
from political influences as it is pos- 
sible to do so. On that point he and 
the Ledger are agreed. The Council 
man thinks three citizens ought to be 
appointed by the mayor in place of 
city clerk, city auditor and one 
citizen appointed by the council, as is 
done at present. Whether the ap- 
pointment of three citizens by the 
mayor could be done with less chance 
of making the Woodward fund a nest- 


the 


ing place fer politicians than the 
board is at present constituted, is 
simply problematical. Two men 


might argue on the point all day and 
then not come to an agreement. But 
there can be conceived a mayor, 
elected by evil influences, who would 
have the right of appointing men to 
the Woodward board of managers and 
the condition would be worse than has 
ever yet happened. There is no 
guarantee that any mayor would pick 
the kind of men that are needed for 
such a position. The only reason 
that the present condition Las any 
merit over such a proposed board is 
that a city treasurer, city clerk and 
city auditor are men who generally 
have certain qualifications, a little out 
of the ordinary, to commend them for 
such a position. The mayor, of 
course, is selected by the people and 
is, by virtue of his office, a member 
of the board. 

If it is desired that there should be 
closer relations between the fund and 
the city council let the ordinance be 
changed so as to include the presi- 
dent of the council as well as the city 
auditor who is already the creature 
of the city council. Then the Wood- 
Ward fund would have two representa- 


were 


tives on the board. Such an arrange- 
ment would seem to be more satis- 


factory than three outside citizens | 


who might not have the interest of the 
city council at heart at all but who 
would probably look to the mayor 
that appointed them if a difference of | 
opinion arose between the administra- 
tion and the council. The fact that 
the appointments of the governor and 
president are made after the fashion 
contemplated by the proposed ordi- 
nance does not change the force of 
the Ledger’s argument at all. There 
is no comparison between the appoint- 
ments of governors and presidents and 
those of the mayor of Quincy. 


Whatever differences seem to exist 
between the councilman and city 
solicitor or the mayor, as would 


seem to be apparent from Mr. Abele’s 
letter, we know nothing about at all. 
Any such difference of opinion would 
not affect the status of the Woodward 
fund ordinance in the least. 

The so-called “bogey of forfeiture 


of the fund to Dartmouth college,” 
which Councilman Abele calls our 
caution that a contingency might 


arise whereby the fund would go to 
Dartmouth college, is no bogey at all. 
The warning is written down in 
black aud white in Dr. Woodward's 
will and the oftener this so-called 
“bogey” is held up before the eyes of 
those having the fund in charge, the 
safer the fund ought to be for it. 
Councilman Abele says: “If the pub- 
lic generally knew how the fund is be- | 


ing managed, they would realize that | 
there is far more danger of the for- 


feiture to Dartmouth college because 
of mismanagement of the fund than 
could \possibly result from the pro- 
posed changes of the ordinance.” 

In his letter Councilman Abele says 
he has been on an investigating com- 
mittee which looked into this fund 
last year. He has, therefore, a better 


knowledge of the workings of that 
fund than the public at large or the 
Ledger could hope to. If, after ex- | 
amining this condition of affairs, the! 
Councilman knows, as he said pub- 
licly in his letter, that there is far} 
more danger of forfeiting the Wood- 


ward fund to Dartmouth college be- 
cause of mismanagement,-than could 
result from the proposed 
then it would seem that his duty as a 
councilman and a citizen is plain.

OF AVIATION 


Orville Wright cht Establishes a 
New Record For America 


BOES OVER 260 FEET IN AIR 


Small Double Circles of “Figure Eight” | 
Successfully pianeuvered—Distance 
of Seventy Miles Covered in Eighty 
Minutes—Crowd Thrilled by Per- 
formance of Artificial Bird, Which 
Was Under Perfect Control 


Washington, July 21.—A new record 
for aviation in America was estab- 
lished by Orville Wright in the Wright 
aeroplane at Fort Myer by a spectacu- 
lar flight of 80% minutes’ duration. 
The longest previous flight in the 
United States was of 74 minutes, 
made by Wright at Fort Myer last 
fall. 

During the entire flight the machine 
was under perfect control, but several | 
times appeared to the spectators to} 
be on the point of diving to earth. 
Several thousand people were given | 
an exhibition which included the most | 
daring feats of aviation yet accom- 
plished, and at its conclusion a mighty 
cheer went up. 7 

The machine traveled a distance of 


about seventy miles, and at one time |

Wilbur Wright, replying to a com- 
ment that the flight would have coy- 
ered the width of the English channel 
which Herbert Latham unsuccessfully 
attempted to cross Monday, said it 
would have been for his 
brother to have crossed from France 
to England and to have returned to 
France again without landing. He 
also remarked that it would have been 
easy to have continued the fight as 
far as Baltimore.

| But Ville de Nancy Did Not Meet Her 


on Franco-German Border 

Metz, Ger., July 21.—The meeting 
on the frontier of the German and 
French dirigible balloons, Zeppelin I 
and Ville de Nancy, as previously ar- 
ranged, did not occur, although the 
Zeppelin airship, with General Putt- 
kKamef aboard, cruised for more than 
an hour above the border line in the 
vicinity of Noveant, awaiting the ar- 
rival of the French competitor. 

Thousands of spectators gathered on 
each side of the border and cheered 
enthusiastically when the Zeppelin I 
appeared and carried out a series of 
intricate maneuvers. There was pro- 
found disappointment when it was 
learned that the prefect of Nancy had 
advised against the departure of the 
Ville de Nancy, because he thought 
a meeting of the two airships might 
cause demonstrations. 


The Glace Bay Strike 

Glace Bay, C. B., July 21.—Two 
weeks ago the strike at the mines of 
the Dominion Coal company was in- 
a&ugurated and today finds both sides 
as confident as ever. The company 
declares that conditions are much 
brighter, while the men assert that 
the trend of events is entirely fayor- 
able to them.

CRIMINAL WASTE OF 
VITALITY. 


NATIONAL 


Wholesale Sacrifice of Lives and 
Money Unnecessary ané Can be pre- 
vented if Proper Measures are Taken 


That the people of this country are 
annually throwing away a sum of 
money that represents fifty per cent. 
more than it costs to operate the Gov- 
ernment—in cold figures, a billion and 
a half—is statistically shown in Pro- 
fessor Irving Fisher’s new work is- 
sued by the Government Printing Of- 
fice, and entitled “A Report on Nation- 
al Vitality.” 

Professor Fisher is a member of the 
faculty of Yale University, and a mem- 
ber of the National Conservation Com- 
mission appointed by Theodore Roose- 
velt. He is also a member of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred on National 
Health. During the last ten years 
Professor Fisher has been engaged in 
collecting the material that forms this 
important work, and which is now for 
the first time made public. 

In the connection of national waste 
in lives Professor Fisher shows that 
there are three million persons need- 
lessly and continuously ill in the Uni- 
ted States, and that this condition 
might well be prevented by strict at- 
tention to even the simplest hygienic 
measures. He shows, also, that tuber- 
culosis alone is responsible for 500,- 
000 persons continually ill, and that 
it is entirely possible that this scourge 
be wiped out within one generation. 
Typhoid alone costs the country 
$550,000,000, and this is a disease that 
can wholly be wiped out by attention 
to neglected details. In support of 
this statement, and showing what can 
be done in an individual instance, the 
author cites the case of the city of 
Lawrence, Mass., which, by the intro- 
duction of a new water supply, re- 
duced this typhoid mortality by over 
eighty per cent. 

It is shown by carefully gathered da- 
ta that malaria costs the country 
$100,000,000, and that this is wholly 
preventable, as instanced by the ac- 
tion of several cities that undertook, 
with successful issue, the elimination 
of the malaria mosquito. 

Professor Fisher also shows that our 
present wasteful policy is easily rem- 
ediable, and cites Professor T. S. Lam- 
bart, who, in his “Sources of Longev- 
ity,” stated “That it costs no more to 
‘raise’ a man capable of living for 
eighty years than it does to ‘grow’ one 
who has not the capacity of living to 
be forty years old.” 

Professor Fisher says: 

“The gain or lengthening and 
strengthing of the life which it meas- 
ures can be secured through medical 
investigation and practice, restriction 
of the labor of women and children, 
the education of both public and pri- 
vate hygiene, and through improving 
the efficiency of our municipal, State 
and national health service.”

CONSUMPTION CAMPAIGN. 

Confirming the recent statement of 
Dr. William Osler, that the anti- 
tuberculosis campaign is no longer a 
battle for the doctors only, the Na- 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis issues a 
statement in which it is shown that 
over 45 per cent, of those enlisted in 
the White Plague War are laymen. 

The National Association’s member- 
ship, consisting of nearly 2,500 and 
representing every State in the Union, 
is composed of 54.6 per cent. doctors 
and 45.4 per cent. laymen. In the 
local and State associations, however, 
throughout the country, the percent- 
age of laymen averages considerably 
over 50 per cent. The National Asso- 
ciation declares that this fact is pecu- 
liarly significant, as indicating the 
great popularity of the anti-tubercu- 
losis movement. 


Twenty-five years ago, when the 
campaign against tuberculosis was 


started in this country by Dr. Edward 
L. Trudeau, even the doctors laughed 
at the movement. Gradually the medi- 
cal profession realized the possibili- 
ties of an organized fight against 
tuberculosis, and in 1904, the National 
Association for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis was formed by 
the American Medical Association. At 
that time the percentage of laymen in 
the Association was only 12.9 and very 
few persons were interested in the 
campaign against this disease. 

Today, according to recent figures 
published by the National Association, 
churches, schools, labor unions, wom- 
en’s clubs, fraternal organizations, 
and State legislatures, interesting 
fully 8,000,000 people, are all allied 
in the campaign against tuberculosis 
and in addition to these, laymen of all 
classes of society and in every branch 
of social and industrial life, are unit- 
ing against this one common foe. 

Every day sees hundreds of new re- 
cruits in teh war, and every day brings 
new methods for the fighting of the 
plague. The National Association pre- 
dicts that if the present degree of in- 
terest is maintained, within five years 
everybody in the United States will 
have been informed on the way to 
prevent and cure tuberculosis, and 
concerning the infectious nature of 
the disease. 

Two things in particular are need- 
ed, and for these the National Associ- 
ation is working in every way. They 
‘are, a more complete registration of 
tuberculosis cases, and the further 
isolation of dangerous advanced cases 
of consumption.

BUTLER STRIKE SETTLED 


Compromise Brought About Through 
the Efforts of Polish Priest 

Butler, Pa., July 21.—The strike 
which for four days tied up the Stand- 
ard Steel Car company’s works has 
been settled and the 3500 employes of 
the plant resumed work this morning. 
The settlement, which is a compro- 
mise, was brought about through the 
efforts of Rev. Father Beczewski of 
the Polish Catholic church here. 

The company Officials agreed to 
take back all of the workmen and 
consented to a reduction of the per- 
cent of delinquent rents taken from 
the pay envelopes of the men each 
week. Father Beczewski, acting for 
the strikers, then agreed to abandon 
the demand for an increase in wages. 
An agreement was drawn up, which 
was ratified by the strikers last even- 
ing. 

Settlement of the strike came after 
events which indicated that the walk- 
out would continue for several days. 


KENTUCKY NEGRO LYNCHED 


Even the Plea of Sheriff Whom He 
Shot Is Unheeded by the Mob 

Paducah, Ky., July 21.—Without 
firing a shot, a mob took Albert Law~ 
son, a negro, who on Sunday shot 
Sheriff Compton, who on Sunday shot 
and hanged him to a mulberry tree a 
few yards from the prison. About 
thirty minutes later the dead body was 
cut down. 

An attempt was made yesterday to 
lynch Lawson. He was taken to the 
courthouse yard, where a rope was 
placed around his neck, but as the 
negro pleaded, county officers ap- 
peared and begged the throng to allow 
the law to take its course. Later 
Sheriff Compton issued a poster over 
his own signature, requesting the peo- 
ple to let the law take its course. 

But last night a large mob, with the 
rope used in the afternoon, went to 
the prison, battered down the doors 
and lynched Lawson. 


BUDGET IS GUT 
THIRTY MILLIONS 


Blue Pencil Used Liberally by 
President’s Cabinet 


——— 


Washington, July 21.—President 
Taft has called a special cabinet meet- 
ing for today to consider the depart- 
mental estimates. In pursuance of 
the policy of economy announced in 
the inaugural address, the cabinet 
members showed Mr. Taft what they 
had done. Mr. Meyer, secretary of 
the navy, succeeded in reducing the 
expenditures proposed for the fiscal 
year 1010-1911 fully $10,000,000 be- 
low the total of the appropriations 
made las year. 

Secretary Dickinson of the war de- 
partment has done nearly as well. 
Secretary Ballinger of the interior de- 
partment has lopped off a larger slice 
of estimates singularly liberal before. 

The total of the government esti- 
mates will be more than $30,000,000 
less than the total appropriations 
made for the current fiscal year. 


PACKING ROOMS IDLE 


Employes In Three Lynn Factories 
Are Out on Strike 

Lynn, Mass., July 21.—As a result 
of the failure of three of the shoe 
factories of this city to accept the 
standard wage scale submitted by the 
Packing Room Employes’ union, the 
members of this union in the fac- 
tories of Joseph Caunt & Co., P. J. 
Harney and James Phalen & Son did 
not respond for work ‘this morning. 

On Thursday evening a meeting of 
all the shoe workers in the city will 
be called to discuss the question of a 
general strike throughout the city in 
case the new packing room list is not 
accepted by that time. 


Dynamite Kills Seven Men 

Easton, Pa., July 21.—Seven la- 
borers employed on railroad construc- 
tion at Vail, N. J., were killed by an 
explosion of dynamite. One of them, 
who was trying to dig out a large 
charge of dynamite that had failed to 
explode, was literally blown to pieces 
when his pick struck the explosive. 


Deficiency Bill Passed 

Washington, July 21.—The urgent 
deficiency bill was passed by the 
house after four days of temptestuous 
debate. The amount carried by it is 
$454,809, or $20,408 more than the 
original sum, and includes the $25,000 
traveling expenses for the president. 


Texas Town Wiped Out 

Houston, Tex., July 21.—Practi- 
cally the entire town of Brondell was 
destroyed by. fire last night. The 
town has a population of 200. Among 
the losses was that of the Kirby Lum- 
ber company plant, valued at $175,- 
000, and $100,000 worth of lumber.

Awkward Political Blunder 
MAKES: ATTACK ON DELCASSE 


Bitter Words Pass Between Old Ene- 
mies When Premier’ Drags Into 
Naval Debate a Delicate Chapter of 


France’s Foreign Policy—End of 


Stormy Session of Deputies Finds 
Government In the Minority 


Paris, July 21.—The Clemenceau 
cabinet fell suddenly last night under 
dramatic circumstances at the conclu- 
sion of a violent debate over the naval 
scandals, extending over several 
days. President Falleries has accept- 
ed the cabinet’s resignation 

M. Delcasse, chairman of the in- 
vestigation commission, led the at- 
tack upon the naval administration, 
especially during the incumbency of 
M. Pelletan and M. Thomson, former 
ministers of marine. 


GEORGES CLEMENCEAU 


But M. Picard, who succeeded 
Thomson, had promised in the name 
of the government to cqmplete a series 
of reforms, both in the administration 
of the department and the methods 
of construction, and the chamber was 
ready to vote confidence in the gov- 


ernment when an incident occurred 
which changed a majority into a 
minority. 

Premier Clemenceau, who always 


has been an adversary of Delcasse, 
smarting under the criticism and 
doubtless over-confident of a major- 
ity which, on July 15, upon the general 
policies of the government was 182, 
taunted the ex-minister of freign af- 
fairs, who was thrown overboard by 
the Rouvier ministry at the dictation 


lof Germany during the crisis of 1905, 


with having led France to humiliation 
at Alegciras. 

The spectre that chapter of 
France’s foreign history, in which 
Delcasse was sacrificed, was a fatal 
error. Instantly there was an uproar 
of dissent from both sides of the 
chamber. Delcasse flung back the 
taunt in Clemenceau’s face with bit- 
ter words, declaring, amid cheers, 
that France had gone to Algeciras in 
the interest of peace. 

Hot words were bandied back and 
forth. It was a veritable duel 
tween two enemies. Deleasse inti- 
mated that Clemenceau had inspired | 
articles in the foreign press during the 
crisis, but the latter emphatically de- 
nied the imputation. The premier | 
seemed for the first time in his parlia- 
mentary career to his head. | 
Finally Delcasse, as he was entering | 
upon an explanation of the situation 
of 1905, said: | 

“I shall say nothing further on that 
subject. I have nothing to fear. 
Nothing in the past, nothing in our! 
common memories of twenty-five 
years, embarrasses me. If I look 
back I see I have something besides 
ruins.” 

Then, turning directly to Clemen-_ 
ceau, he said: “You were president 
of the naval investigating commission 
of 1904. Your unsparing attacks upon 
every government during twenty-five 
years seemed sufficient guarantee that 
you would find the root of the evil. ! 
What are the results, I ask?” 

Clemenceau, now evidently in a 
rage, tried to parry the thrust by re- 
turning to the charge. 

“Your policy as foreign minister,” . 
he shouted, “led us to the greatest | 
humiliation France has experienced in 
twenty years.” 

Another storm of hostile cries! 
arose. But the premier tried to as- | 
sume his eld cynical air. “Oh, no | 
faise indignation, I pray you,” he} 
exclaimed. “You brought us te the| 
verge of a war without military prep- 
aration.” 

Again the tumult was redoubled. 
“Yes,” he shouted above the roar, | 
“the whole world knew that the min- | 
isters of war and the navy, when the 
question was put to them, replied that | 
France was not ready. [| have not! 
humiliated France; Delcasse has done | 
that.” : 

The scene when the premier took 
his seat was indescribable. Amid the 
wildest excitement the vote was taken’ 
and it was announced that the govern- 
ment had been beaten, 212 to 176,

GRADE CROSSINGS. 


Nothing Being Heard from the Com- 
mission as to Their Abolishment. 


The nearly fatal accident at the 
Water street railroad crossing Tues- 
day night has caused people to ask 
what has become of the commission 
that was to determine how this and 
the Saville street crossings were to be 
abolished. The public hearings on the 
matter were completed some months 
ago. Since that time the public has 
heard nothing more about it. 

It is understood however that the 
City Solicitor and railroad with coun- 
sel for parties vitally interested are 
still appearing before the Commission 
in argument. The commission is 
doubtless at work with its engine@r 
getting a plan ready but just when 
the report will be made is a matter of 
doubt. 

Both of the crossings are extreme- 
ly dangerous and the doing away with 
them can not come too soon. Scarcely 
a day passes when one or more peo- 
ple are seen running across Saville 
or Water streets in front of approach- 
ing trains. Should the foot catch be- 
tween the rail and planking it would 
be next to impossible to save them 
from being killed. 

The majority of the citizens who 
appeared at the public hearings ap- 
peared to be in favor of depressing 
the tracks at Saville street while the 
railroad, on account of the expense, 
want the tracks raised. At Water 
street the general impression seems to 
be if the present street is retained 
that there will be an overhead bridge.

The depot at West Quincy came very 
near being destroyed by fire Wednes- 
day evening, and although no bell 
alarm of fire was sounded, but for the 
prompt and efficient work of the tick- 
et agent and Daniel McNeil, the freight 
agent, the building would doubtless 
have been gutted. 

It was in the vicinity of 6 o'clock 
When a brisk fire was discovered in 
the ladies’ waiting room, the fire hav- 
started in the basement and 
worked up through the floor. It must 
have been burning some time before 
discovered and evidently started 
among some rags used by plumbers, 
who had been at work that day in 
the basement. 

As soon as the agent discovered the 
fire he shouted to the freight agent 
and grabbed one of the fire extinguish- 
ers, with which the depot is supplied, 
and got to work. He was soon joined 
by Mr. McNeil and after a stiff fight 
they succeeded in getting the fire un- 
der control without summoning the 
fire department. 

If the agent instead attacking 
the fire had run for the fire alarm 
box and sounded an alarm, much val- 
uable time would have been lost and 
the fire loss would have been much 
heavier.

“THE SECRET UNVEILED” 


Harry Thaw’s Mother Issues a 
Pamphlet on Her Son's Trial 

White Plains, N. Y., July 22.— 
The prosecutors of her son are criti- 
cized and insanity experts scored in 
a twenty-page booklet which Mrs. 
Mary C. Thaw, mother of Harry K. 
Thaw, issued here. 

It bears the title “The Secret Un- 
veiled,” and besides giving a resume 
of the various court proceedings in 
which Harry Thaw has been involved, 
alleges the existence of a “cowardly 
combination” against her son and the 
taking of unusually oppressive meas- 
ures in his case. His entire sanity at 
the present time is strongly asserted. 

Mrs. Thaw says she recognizes that 
she has rendered herself subject to 
criticism by writing the book. “But 
exceptional conditions,” she says, 
and 
the fact that District Attorney Jerome 
has on four occasions left the quite 
sufficient responsibilities of his own 
district to pursue this case into a dis- 
trict within which he has no jurisdic- 
tion, compels this unusual procedure 
on my part.” 


WAS PERSONAL REPROOF 


Shelving of Clemenceau Not Directed 
Against the Government 

Paris, July 22.—President Fallieres 
today will offer the premiership to 
Leon Bourgeois, former minister of 
foreign affairs. Parliamentary circles, 
however, foresee that he will decline 
the honor, as his health is far from 
robust. 

M. Clemenceau, the late premier, 
President Dubost of the senate, and 
President Brisson of the chamber of 
deputies, have counselled Fallieres 
that M. Briand, niinister of justice 
and worship, is the, most available 
man after Bourgeois, and it is under- 
stood that Briand is the president’s 
second choice. 

The parliamentary leaders of the 
majority have told Fallieres that 
Clemenceau’s defeat was a personal 
reproof directed against the premier 
for his attack upon Delcasse and that 
it would not, check the policies of 
government, which should be con- 
tinued.

Chicago, July 22.—Wheat declined 
nearly 3 cents a bushel on the board 
of trade because of profit-taking by 
leading longs, based on a free move- 
ment of the new crop.

About a min- 
ute later came the Wolf and two 
minutes after her the Spokane came 
in from her struggle with the Hing- 
ham channel tides.

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QUINCY NATURAL GATEWAY. 


An interesting book has recently 
been issued by the Metropolitan Im- 
provement Commission of Massachu- 
setts. This Commission was appoint- 
ed to investigate and report as to the 
advisability of any public works in 
the Metropolitan district which in its 
opinion will tend to the convenience of 
the people, the development of local 
business, the beautifying of the dis- 
trict or the improvement of the same 
as a place of residence. Also to con- 
sider a systematic method of internal 
communication by highways, the con- 
trol or direction of traffic and trans- 
portation and the location of docks 
and terminals which the interests of 
the district demand. Mr. Sylvester 
Baxter, well known for his writings 
and interest in civic improvement is 
secretary of the Commission. 

Under the heading of Quincy 
report says: 

“An examination of the topograph- 
ical map will show that Quincy oc- 
cupies a tract of land which forms a 
natural gateway connecting Boston 
with the south shore. This gateway 
is bounded on one side by the sea 
and on the other side by the abrupt 
slopes of the Blue Hill range; there- 


the 


fore traffic cannot be diverted from 
it, and the main roads of Quincy, 
which control this gateway, should 


have sufficient width to satisfy the de- 
mands which the future is likely to 
make upon them. There are only two 
roads—Adams Street, 40 te 50 feet 
wide, and Hancock Street, 50 to 60 
feet wide—which approach the gate- 
way from the north, and they join 
to form one road at Quincy Square. 
That these streets should be widened 
for the good of the district and the 
city of Quincy there can be no doubt 
To assist these streets, the rudiment- 
ill-connected 


ary, narrow or streets 
which approximately parallel them 
should also be developed. Willard 


Street, Franklin Street, Newport Ave- 
nue, Newbury Street, Faxon and Raw- 


son roads require widening, connec- 
tion and extension to perform this 
service. The extension of the Quin- 
cy Shore Drive through Park lane, 
Valley street, Canal street and Revere 
road would tend to the same desir- 
able end. Traffic should not be con- 


centrated in Quincy square.

SAVE THE TREES. 


One section of the city in which the 
ravages of the elm leaf beetle are 
greatly in evidence is among the 
foliage of the giant elm trees on Elm 
avenue. In the crusade against the 
pest this street has evidently been 
overlooked and unless some stringent 
measures are taken these stately trees, 
which have been the pride of that sec- 
tion ever since they were planted by 
the old Quincy family many 
ago, will be destroyed. 

This street is said to be the broad- 
est in Quincy and was formerly the 
driveway of the famous old Quincy 
mansion. Shorn of these trees the 
avenue, which is now one of the 
shadiest and most attractive thorough- 
fares in Wollaston, will be changed 
into an uninviting street to the 
least. 

Although the residents of this 
street are retiring and do not ask 
for some of the favors which are en- 
joyed by other streets, it seems that 
if it were only for the benefit of the 
city at large and for the sake of their 
historical associations that steps 
should be taken to save the trees.

Result of Thursday's Race 


The final race in the series for the 
Quincy cup will be sailed today, and 
the cup will go either to the Wolf or 
the Ellen, the Wolf winning the race 
Thursday, and thereby eliminating 
the Crooner, the defender, the Spokane 
Ili and the Sally X. Thursday’s racé 
was the fourth of the series and accord- 


ing to the rules these boats, which 
had not captured at least one race, 
would be dropped. Hence the con- 


test has narrowed down to two boats 
and the whereabouts of the cup next 
year will depend mostly on the wind 
today. If the wind is light, it is gen- 
erally conceded that the Ellen of the 
Boston yacht club will win. But if 
the weather is heavy the Wolf of the 
Eastern club will be the favorite. If 
the former wins, next year’s races 
will probablyebe sailed in Hull Bay, 
and if the cup goes to the Eastern 
yacht club, the series will undoubted- 
ly ‘be held at Marblehead. 

Thursday's race was one of the best 
of the series, the wind being strong 
from the east all through. The Wolf 
and Crooner had a fine brush on the 
first leg, a beat to the buoy in Hing- 
ham channel. When the two came 
about at Sheep island to head for the 
turning buoy, they were right to- 
gether, the Crooner having the wind- 
ward position. They went along side 
by side almost to Grape island before 
they came about. The Crooner was the 
first to turn and she was immediately 
followed by the Wolf. It was then a 
race for the turning buoy, but the 
Wolf having taken the windward posi- 
tion on the tack, was first around, the 
Crooner being only a few seconds be- 
hind. This was the most exciting 
brush seen during the whole 
but after this the Wolf was 
headed and it was seen that she 
due to win. 

The Ellen was out of the race ‘be- 
fore the first turn, for she fouled the 
Spokane and immediately withdrew of 
her own accord. It was a case of 
misjudgment on the part of her skip- 
per. He tried to cross the Spokane’s 
bow, but found he could not and had 
to come about, and made the Spokane 
come about also. This he ‘had no 
right to do, as the Spokane was on 
her starboard tack and had the right 
of way. It was clean foul and the 
Ellen people knew it and they showed 
the true sporting spirit when they 
dropped out. This is an example of 
the kind of racing that has been going 
on in Quincy bay this week and it is 
a credit to the Quincy club and to 
those contesting in the series. It was 
a graceful piece of work on the part 
of the Ellen and there was not a 
yachtsman at the race that did not 
praise her highly for it.

The Ellen would not probably have 
won even if she had not dropped out, 
for the Wolf was leading her at the 
time and she was not sailing her best 
in the heavy air. The course was the 
same as on Tuesday, a triangle, the 
first leg being a beat to the buoy in 
Hingham channel, the second a broad 
balloon reach to Peddock’s island, 
and third a close reach to the starting 
mark. The course was twice around, 
a distance of about 10 miles. 
every race of the week the 
boats were sent away on time. They 
crossed the line in a bunch the Croon- 
er ‘being in the lead. The Spokane 
was over too soon and was forced to 
come back and make a fresh start. 
They were all on the starboard tack 
and all but the Spokane held to this. 
The Spokane took a short hitch to the 
port and then came back again. Just 
off Sheep island the Wolf and 
Crooner came about to head for the 
first turn and then came the exciting 
race between the two as 
above. While all this was going on 
the Sally had been pointing up in fine 
style and had gained considerably on 
the other two, so when she turned the 
first mark she was in the running 
with the others. The Snokane even at 
this point of the race, was hopelessly 
out of it. 

After the first turn the positions re- 
mained the same all the rest of the 
way. This is the first day that there 
has not been one or two changes in 
position during the race. On the sec- 
ond time around the Crooner and the 
Wolf held to the same courses they 
had taken on the first time. The Sal- 
ly tried to work the Grape _ island 
shore and for a time she looked as if 
she had gained by it. But when the 
boats turned the mark it was 
that she had not only not gained, but 
had been left behind. The Spokane 
Was away in the rear and did not 
have a ghost of a show. 

Today’s race starts at 2 o'clock and 
will be between the Wolf and the El- 
len, The race will be over a wind- 
ward and leeward course, a distance

Unless Wind Flatens Cup Al- 
most Sure To Go To Wolf 


It was a strong southeasterly breeze

The race this afternoon was over 
a course that gave the boats a run 
to the outer mark and a beat home.

The warning gun sounded at 2.30 
o'clock and ten minutes later the two 
rivals were across the line and the 
final race was under way. 

At that time the wind was blowing 
hard and the bay was filled with 
white caps. The two boats got away 
well bunched and on the beat to the 
outer mark, in Hingham channel the 
Wolf seemed to be leading and to have 
the best of the race. 

Interest in the race seems to have 
lagged somewhat for there were but 
few spectators at the club house.

SIDETRAGKED 


‘Next Premier of France Will 
Probably Be Aristide Briand 


HE WILL GIVE ANSWER TODAY 


Rapid Rise to Foremost Place In 


French Government of Man Who a 
Few Years Ago Was Hardly Known 
Except Among Revolutionary So- 


cialists—Some Opposition From 


Those Who Dominate Majority 


Paris, July 23.—Aristide Briand, 

brilliant scholar, orator and avowed 
Bocialist, and architect of the final 
chapters of the separation law, was 
summoned to the Elysee palace last 
night and asked to reconstruct the 
Clemenceau Cabinet. Briand promised 
his answer today, stating that unless 
he could unite the Republican groups 
he would go no further. 

President Fallieres, upon the advice 
of the parliamentary leaders whom he 
was constitutionally obliged to con- 
sult, intended to make the first offer 
of the premiership to Leon Burgeois, 
former minister of foreign affairs, but 
the delay in Bourgeois’ arrival in Paris 
and doubt regarding his acceptance of 
the post induced the president to 
save time by offering the premiership 
directly to Briand, who already is 
consulting with his colleagues with a 
view to the reconstruction of the 
cabinet.

This reconstruction, it is expected, 
will be effected by the shifting of some 
of the portfolios and the retention of 
all the ministers except Picquart, 
Picard and Millies-Lacroix, minis- 
ters of war, navy and colonies re- 
spectively. 

The program of the retiring govern- 
ment will be adopted, but probably 
will be extended to include the pass- 
age at the October session of the bill 
relating to electoral reform, which 
provides for voting by departments, 
with proportionate representation, in- 
stead of the present choice of depu- 
ties by small districts. 

Considerable opposition to Briand 
developed, especially among the more 
conservative senators and radicals, 
who dominate the party of the Repub- 
lican majority, on the ground that the 
selection of a Socialist at the head 
of the government would be equiva- 
lent to proclaiming the bankruptcy of 
the radicals. 

Should Briand succeed in forming a 
cabinet, as his friends believe he will, 
the tendencies of the new ministry 
will be distinctly more Socialistic than 
those of the outgoing cabinet. Briand 
is opposed to the dissolution of the 
revolutionary General Federation of 
Labor, which Clemenceau favored, 
and M. Barthou, minister of public 
works, and M. Viviani, minister of 
labor, have champioged Socialistic 
doctrines. The retention of M. Pin- 
chon, the foreign minister, in any 
cabinet formed would be a source of 
general satisfaction. 

A Briand cabinet would be exceed- 
ing distasteful to the moneyed classes, 
who at least know that Clemenceau 
was not afraid to resist those of reyo- 
lutionary tendencies. The conserva- 
tives, however, believe that the 
Briand cabinet would bg short-lived. 

Aristide Briand, who will probably 
be the next premier of France, is 47 
years of age. He has rised very 
rapidly from the ranks of politicians 
to a foremost place in the govern- 
ment. A few years ago he was hardly 
known except among the members of 
his own party, the revolutionary So- 
cialists.

CHILDREN AND CONSUMPTION, 

Over 2,500,000 of the 17,000,000 
school children enrolled in the United 
States have during the school year just 
closed, been systematically instructed 
concerning the dangers consump- 
tion and the methods for its cure and 
prevention, according to a statement 
issued today by the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis. 


of 


Besides the 2,500,000 children thus 
regularly instructed in their schools, 


the National Association estimates that 
fully 1,000,000 more have received in- 
struction at the various tuberculosis 
exhibits held in all parts of the coun- 
try or in separate classes and organi- 
zations. 

A numberof investigations conduct- 
ed in various parts of the world show 
that a large percentage of the children 
in the public schools have tuberculosis 
before they are eighteen. That a lar- 
ger number of them do not die, is due 
to the fact that healthy children are 
able to resist the attack of the con- 
sumption germ. On account of the 
prevalence of the disease among chil- 
dren, the National Association consid- 
ers their education to be of prime im- 
portance. 

In Boston, a_ special commission 
which recently investigated the subject 
found that over 5,000 school children 
in that city alone had positive cases of 
tuberculosis. In New York, a recent 
study showed over 25,000 tuberculosis 
children in the schools. On the basis 
of these and other investigations, it is 
estimated by certain authorities that 
there are nearly 1,000,000 school chil- 
dren in the United States today, who 
will probably die of tuberculosis be- 
fore they have reached the age of 
eighteen. This would mean that the 
public schools of the country are pay- 
ing annually about $7,500,000 for the 
education of children who will die be- 
fore they reach the age of eighteen. 
At least one-half of this sickness, and 
possibly three-fourths of it, could be 
prevented, if the municipal and state 
governments would adopt better and 
more hygienic methods of controlling 
and teaching the children, and if the 
public in general were alive to the 
need for tuberculosis prevention. 

The National Association declares 
that the best way to wipe out con- 
sumption among the children is to 
educate both them and their parents 
so that they will know that tubercu- 
losis is a communicable disease, that 
it can be cured and that it must be 
prevented.

erty street, this city, by the landlady 
of the place, Mrs. Bessie Robbins.

breast and several knife wounds on 
the chest. The body had been placed 
in the trunk fully clothed and had evi- 
detly been there since late Saturday 
night or early Sunday morning, for 
the man had been seen by a sister in 
Boston Saturday afternoon. 

The motive of the murder is a mys- 
tery. The man bank book, his gold 
watch and chain and some loose change 
was found in his pockets, and besides, 
the police say that since the victim’s re- 
turn from a trip to Chicago about two 
weeks ago he had earned but $15 and

they think he had been reduced to a 
few pennies. 

The man whom the police think 
may be able to throw some light on 


the matter and whom they are anxious 
to find is Vahan Malbandian, an asso- 
clate of Monjian and also a shoe work- 
er, who has been missing since Mon- 
day. This man is also known as 
Frank Jones and the police of the 
large cities in the country have been 
asked to be on the lookout for him. 
The police of Worcester have been 
asked to make an especially careful 
search through the Armenian quarter 
of that city for Malbandian, as they 
believe he once lived in that city. 

The dead man was about 28 years 
old and was not married. Identifica- 
tion was made by Milton Tooten, a 
shoe worker of this city, and also by 
means of the bank book found on his 
person. 

Outside the establishment of the 
victim’s identity and the fact that the 
police are seeking Nalbandian little 
progress has been made in the solu- 
tion of the mystery. 

Monjian has been missing from his 
boarding house at 72 Church street 
since Saturday. The police have 
searched all the local Armenian re- 
sorts in the hopes of discovering the 
whereabouts of Malbandian since that 
time. Former associates of Malband- 
fan say they have not seen him in 
Lynn for many days, and that he then 
declared his intention of going to 
Turkey. At his lodging house at 148 
Liberty street, where Monjian’s body 
was found, several other boarders re- 
ported that they heard no pistol shot 
there in the past few days. 

Chief of Police Thomas N. Burckes 
says he is satisfied that Malbandian 
and Monjian went together to Mal- 
bandian’s room and that while there a 
premediated murder was committed. 
It is the opinion of Burckes that the 
trunk was purchased for the purpose 
it was made to serve and that Monjian 
walked into a trap that had been care- 
fully prepared for him.

TESTIMONY AT VARIANCE 


Witnesses Disagree as to Location of 
Wound Which Killed Sutton 

Annapolis, Md., Juiy 23.—The 
question of the location of the bullet 
wound which caused Lieutenant Sut- 
ton’s death has assumed geat import- 
ance, as it would appear that it would 
have been a much more difficult mat- 
ter for Sutton to have shot himself, 
lying prone on the ground with three 
men on top of him, if the bullet en- 
tered the top of his skull, as Surgeon 
Pickrell, who examined Sutton’s body 2 
testified yesterday it did. 

Colonel Doyen testified that he ex-

his head and that it was located on! 


the right side a little behind and on a 
line with the top of the ear. 

Pickrell thought Sutton might have 
inflicted the wound upon himself, as 
he described it, but he made an un- 
convincing and awkward 
tion in court with the revolver and a 
free right arm to get the weapon in 
a position which would have sent the

Consults With Aldrich 


Concerning Troublesome Rates— 


Early Agreement on Conference Re- 
port Is Anticipated—How Senate 
and House “Insurgents” Stand on 
the “Free Raw Materials” Question 


Washington, July 23.—President 
Taft appears to have brought about a 
tangible situation with regard to the 
tariff where uncertainty existed be- 
fore. 

Thursday was a day of conferences 
and concluded with a consultation at 
the White House last night partici- 
pated in by the president, Senator 
Aldrich and Representative Payne, at 
which the chief executive was assured 
that a harmonious settlement of the 
differences existing between the two 
branches of congress is practicable. 

This conclusion was reached from 
the fact that harmony pervaded the 
various conferences held at the Capi- 
tol Thursday. The senators opposed 
to the “free raw material’ program 
were consulted by Aldrich and a 
committee representing the same posi- 
tion on the house side held a confer- 
ence with Payne. In addition the 
house conferees met to have the ex- 
perts of the senate finance committee 
explain the senate changes in the cot- 
ton schedule. 

It is evident that the president, by 
informing the conferees that the dis- 
puted points were before them for set- 
tlement, brought about a condition 
that augurs well for an early agree- 
ment on a conference report. The 
chief executive was able to get a bet- 
ter insight into the obstacles the 
“free raw material” plan by his con- 
ference with the two leaders than was 
possible in large a gathering as 
that which was present at the dinner 
Wednesday night. 

Senator Aldrich met a large num- 
ber of senators who are opposed to 
free hides, coal and iron ore, and no 
encouragement was offered for the 
placing of any of these articles on the 
free list. In fact it possible to 
get these senators to yield, the situa- 
tion in the house would have to be 
dealt with.

Owing to the diversified opinions 
expressed with regard to oil, it is 
more likely that the conferees’ report 
will place petroleum on the free list 
without a countervailing duty propo- 
sition. The house “insurgents” have 
indicated their willingness to concede 
free oil if the other raw materials are 
made dutiable. 

General discussion of the custom 
court and corporation tax provisions 
and of the duties on cotton goods, 
gloves and hosiery took up the time 
of the conferees at Thursday’s ses- 
sion and adjournment was taken to 
permit a separate meeting of the 
house conferees. it was decided that 
the headquarters of the customs court 
of appeals shall be located in Wash- 
ington. 

The entire time of the house con- 
ferees was taken up in the discussion 
of the cotton schedule.

TORPEDO CONTROLLED BY WIRE- 
LESS. 


Think of calmly standing on the 
seashore and by means of a small key 
and no connecting wires being able 
to annihilate an entire navy.- This 
has been rendered possible by the in- 
vention of a submerged torpedo pro- 


pelled and controlled by wireless 
electricity transmitted by the wire 
less method—the work of Carl Abra 


hamson of San Diego, California. 
The invention is so simple that wire- 
less experts are wondering how they 
overlooked it so long. The propelling 
force is manipulated on the same 
principle as the wireless’ telegraph 
Electricity is transmitted from aerial 
wires on shore to aerials supported 
by cork floats and connected with the 
propelle: wheel of the torpedo, which 
is submerged. A current powerful 
enough to send a sixteen-foot tor- 
pedo, of the type used by the Ameri- 


can navy, through the water at a 
speed of thirty-two miles an hour 
can be transmitted, says the inven- 
tor. 


Control of the device is secured by 
magnets set on each side of the pro- 
peller and connected with the steer- 
ing gear. These magnets are of dif- 
ferent degrees of sensitiveness and 
are susceptible to varying degrees of 
power in electric currents. The steer- 
ing is thus made possible by a varia- 
tion in the amount of power sent 
to the torpeds.—From “Wierd Feats 
of Wireless,” in the August Technical 
World Magazine.

DUTY ON HIDES 


Payne Opposes Aldrich’s At- 
| tempt to Take Vote on It 


CLASH OF TARIFF LEADERS 


| 

Benator Said to Have Declared That 
He Is “Tired of Dictatorial Methods” 
of Congressman—Hide and Leather 


Situation as Badly Tangled as Ever 


—Conferees Are Continuing Their 
| Battle With Horns Locked 


Washington, July 26.—Bitter words 
between Senator Aldrich and Repre- 
sentative Payne just before the close 
of an hour’s session of the tariff con- 
ferees last night are reported to have 
followed an attempt on the part of 
the former to compel a vote on a mo- 
tion to make hides dutiable at 7% 
percent, half of the existing rate. 
The session was adjourned until 2:30 
p. m. today. 

From the variety of reports con- 
cerning the incident it appears that 
the senate leader was angered by fre- 
quent statements made by the house 
leader that the country and the presi- 
dent were in sympathy with the action 
of the house in putting hides on the 
free list, and that he did not propose 
to be governed by what a majority of 
the conferees thought about the ques- 
tion. 

A formal motion fixing 742 percent. 
as the rate to be fixed on hides was 
made Saturday. At that time Payne 
is reported to have said that he could 
not consent to the taking of a vote. 

He asserted that the sentiment of the 
country was in favor of free hides, 
and referred to the expressions of the 

‘president on the subject. The mo- 

tion was not pressed, but it was pend- 
ing Sunday. 

During the forenoon session Sunday 
the conferees discussed the parlia- 
mentary situation, but last night the 
motion was renewed. Payne is said 
to have reiterated his position with in- 
creased emphasis. Aldrich is report- 
ed to have upbraided Payne for his 
“obstinancy” and to have said that he 
was “tired of dictatorial methods” to 
defeat the will of a majority of the 
conferees. Payne was unrelenting. 

When. it was seen that nothing 
eould be accomplished, Payne's sig- 
nature being necessary for the making 
of a report, the conference adjourned. 
The story of the intense feeling ex- 
hibited leaked out through confidences 
given by conferees to other members 
of congress. 

Although the tariff conferees held 
two sessions Sunday the hide and 
leather situation is fust as badly en- 
tangled as it was when the confer- 

ees adjourned Saturday. This fore- 
noon is being occupied by advocates 
of protected hides in making a final 
appeal to President Taft that he stand 
‘ just as firmly for material reductions 
in the duties on boots and shoes and 
other leather goods as he is standing 
for free hides. 

The conferees are fighting with 
locked horns. Until the senate mem- 
bers are assured of sufficient votes to 
adopt a conference report carrying 
| hides on the free list they will not 
permit this question to be brought to 
a vote. The house members have 
exhibited no signs of weakening and 
many of them have assumed that it 
will be impossible to reduce leather 
gopds below the house rate. In 
support of this the house leaders in- 
sist that the conferees are not em- 
powered to agree upon duties lower 
than the lowest rates fixed by either 
branch of congress. 


KILLED IN LIFE NET 


| Man Meets Almost Instant Death In 
a Boarding House Fire 

Boston, July 26.—John McFarren, 
-aged 650 years, lost his life in connec- 
| tion with a fire here and several oth- 
ers were slightly injured. 

The fire started by the explosion 
of a lamp on the second floor of a 
three-story wooden structure, occu- 
pied as a lodging house. McFarren 
and John Coughlin, who were asleep 
| on the top floor, were cut off by the 
flames and both jumped to a net held 
by firemen in the street. They land- 
| ed in the net, carrying it to the 
ground, both striking heavily.

$5000 PRIZE 


Makes International Flight In 
Very Small Monoplane 


HE CROSSES ENGLISH CHANNEL 


Trip Is Made In Less Than Malf an 
Hour and While Twenty-Mile Wind 
is Blowing—Catches Rivals Nap- 
ping and Lands In Dover Before 
People Are Astir—Machine Slightly 
Injured In Coming to Earth 


“ Dover, Eng., July 26.—This sleepy 
seaport town experienced the keenest 
thrill known in a generation when at 
sunrise Sunday morning a _ white 
winged, bird-like machine with loud- 
ly humming motor swept out from the 
haze obscured the sea toward the dis- 
tant French coast and, circling twice 
above the chalky cliffs of Dover, 
alighted on English soil. 

A calm Frenchman, Louis Bleriot, 
a portly and red-moustached man of 
37, descended from the saddle, limp- 
ing on a bandaged foot, which had 
been burned on a previous overland 
flight. Immediately two compatriots, 
who had been waving a big tri-colored 
flag as a signal for the landing place, 
fell upon him enthusiastically, em- 
bracing him, shouting and pounding 
him on the back. They, with a few 
soldiers and others who happened by 
chance to be on the scene, were the 
only persons to witness the finish of 
a most remarkable feat. 

Bleriot left Les Baraques, three 
miles from Calais, about 4:30 a. m., 
on one of the smallest- monoplanes 
ever used. He crossed the channel 
in a little less than half an hour. His 
speed averaged more than 45 miles 
an hour; sometimes it approximated 
sixty miles. He kept about 250 feet 
above the sea level and for ten min- 
utes, while about mid-channed, was 
out of sight of both coasts and of the 
French torpedo destroyer which fol- 
lowed him, with hig wife and friends 
aboard. 

The wind was blowing about twenty 
miles an hour and the sea was chop- 
py. The aviator was swathed in a 
single garment of drilling, impervious 
to the wind, which covered him from 
the top of his head to his feet, only 
his face showing. 

By his achievement Bleriot won the 
prize of $5000 offered by the London 
Daily Mail for the first flight across 
the English channel and stole a 
march on his rivals, Hubert Latham 
and Count deLambert, both of whom 
had hoped to make the attempt Sun- 
day. 

Bleriot, who speaks a little English, 
described his remarkable filght very 
modestly. 

“I arose at 3 o'clock,” he said, “and 
went to the aeroplane shed. Finding 
everything in order on the trial spin, 
I decided to make the filght. The 
French torpedo boat destroyer which 
was in attendance was signalled and 
{t put out about four miles. Then I 
rose in the air and pointed directly to 
Dover. After ten minutes I was out 
of sight of land and had left the war- 
ship well behind. For a few minutes 
I could not see elther coast, nor any 
boat. I tried to keep an average 
height of 250 feet. I might have easily 
gone higher, but it would have served 
no purpose. This was about the right 
height, I thought, to clear the Dover 
cliffs safely. 

“The machine dipped toward the 
water several times. I put on more 
petrol once. I estimate that the pro- 
pellers were going from 1200 to 1400 
revolutions a minutes. The first ob- 
jects I saw were ships off the Eng- 
lish coast; then I observed Deal and 
I discovered that the wind, ‘which was 
southwest, was carrying me thither. 
I veered to the southward to Dover 
castle and then saw friends flourish- 
ing a flag in a valley suitable for 
landing. 1 made two circles while 
lessening the speed and then dived 
down, but I came in contact with the 
ground sooner tian I expected. Both 
the machine and myself were badly 
shaken. 

“A few persons quickly assembled 
and I was helped out, as my injured 
foot was painful. I am exceedingly 
glad to be here.” 

Bleriot’s friends took him to a hotel 
by the pier. In the meantime his 
wife arrived on the destroyer. They 
were soon sitting at breakfast, the 
center of a proud gathering of French 
people. The mayor and other Dover 
officials welcomed Bleriot in the name 
of the city and nation as the pioneer 
of fnternational filght. 

It was not long before half the 
population of Doyer, dressing as they 
went, were rushing toward Northfall 
meadow. Photographers and cine- 
matographers were crestfallen because 
they had missed the great event for 
which they had waited so long. 

Parts of the framework of the 
machine were splintered on landing. 
Everyone expressed surprise at its 
small size. It is no more than twenty 
feet across the wings, and its weight 
is about 400 pounds, the motor being 
twenty-five horsepower. In the same 
Machine Bleriot recently made a 
cross-country trip of twenty-five 
miles. It is the smallest of three he 
took to Calais. The machine is fit- 
ted with an airtight sausage-shaped 
rubber bag so that it would float if it 
descended to the sea.

Burial 
was in St. Mary’s cemetery. There 
were many floral offerings from rela- 
tives and friends. 

Miss McDevitt was one of the most 


popular young women of the West 
Quincy district and was a sister of 
Councilman John J. McDevitt of 


Ward Four. She was an_ energetic 
member of the St. Ambrose court of 
Lady Foresters and was held in ‘high 
esteem by everyone in West Quincy. 
She is survived by her parents, one 
brother Councilman McDevitt, and one 
sister Miss Florence McDevitt.

On the way to the theatre 
they were hooted -and at the theatre 
the crowds refused to allow a single 
orator to speak. When the party 
emerged from the building they were 


The automobiles in which 
the campaigners rode were also 
stoned. 

The mob grew bolder. All the 


plate glass windows in the downtown 
quarter were broken. The Tenth 
regiment was called out and with the 
aid of the soldiers and police the 
speakers reached their special train. 
They arrived in Mexico City last even- 
ing. 

The Hotel Garcia is one of the larg- 
est hostelries in the republic. It was

Murphy, the other American injured, 
was cut by a policeman’s sabre. 

The riot is the most serious that has 
occurred if Mexico in years and is 
looked on as significant by those who 
have closely followed the political 
situation. The official press says that 
it was planned and carried out by the 
Democratic party, known as_ the 
Reyista party, from the name of its 
candidate for vice president, General 
Reyes, formerly minister of war in 
Diaz’s cabinet and now governor of 
Neuvo Leon. 

Gaudalajara is the second largest 
city of the republic and is ranked as 
the most beautiful. There is a large 
American colony there. 


Claims Shortage In Accounts Is Due 
to Imperfect Bookkeeping 

Holyoke, Mass., July 27.—Frank 
E. Moos, tax collector of South Had- 
ley, in whose accounts for the year 
1908 a shortage of $3200 was found 
by experts hired by the town, last 
night resigned his position. Arthur 
N. Chapin was elected his successor. 
The expert will also go over the ac- 
counts for 1907. 

Moos announced that he would also 
resign as treasurer of the water de- 
partment of the town, and the books 
of the department will be examined. 

Moos claims the apparent shortage 
in the tax collector’s accounts is due 
to errors in bookkeeping and says he 
will make good whatever may be 
found to be actually missing.

Granted by Phelan Factory 

Lynn, Mass., July 27.—An agree- 
ment between the Packing Room Em- 
ployes’ association and James Phelan 
& Sons resulted in the opening today 
of that factory, which has _ been 
closed since Friday in all departments 
because of the strike of packing room 
employes. 

The Joseph Gaunt company and the 
Vv. K. & A. H. Jones factory, em- 
ploying about 1600 persons, are still 
opposed to the strikers’ demands. 


Gasolene Caught Fire 
Gloucester, Mass., July 27.—A loss 
of about $12,000 resulted from the ig- 
nition of gasolene in the automobile 
garage of Persons & Wonson, follow- 
ing the explosion of an electric ght 
bulb. John Darwin, a chauffeur, was 
probably fatally burned and the auto- 
mobile which he was cleaning was en- 
tirely destroyed.

Madrid, July 29.—Wednesday 
marked a black chapter in Spain’s 
history, for there was tragedy both at 
home and abroad. King Alfonso 
reached here from San Sebastian, in 
time to learn that part of his army 
at Melilla had a bloody battle with 
the Moors which, though the final 
victory was the Spaniards’, cost the 
lives of a general, twenty other offi- 
cers and a total of 200 Spaniards 
killed or wounded. Spanish officers 
describe the Moorish loss as  enor- 
mous. 

The young king learned, too, that 
the revolution in protest of the 
Moroccan war had reached a_ very 
serious state In the district of Cata- 
lonia.

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THAW MAKES 
GOOD SHOWING 


No Indications of Insanity While 
on the Witness Stand 


HIS DIALOGUE WITH JEROME 


Part of It Resembles Chat of Old 
Friends—Prisoner Says He 
Have Been Legally Insane For a 
Few Minutes When He Killed 
White, but Has Always Been Sane, 
Medically—Ordeal Is Unfinished 


May 


White Plains, N. Y., July 9.—For 
six hours Harry K. Thaw occupied the 
witness stand Wednesday while Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome, the man who 
tried to send him to prison, and who 
once previously thwarted an effort to 
release him from a criminal insane 
asylum, delved into his life history. 

Thaw emerged creditably from the 
ordeal. Whatever Jerome and_ his 
alienists may make of the examina- 
tion, to the eye and ear of the layman 
Stanford White’s slayer showed no 
signs of insanity on the stand. 

Thaw, the members of his family 
and his retinue of attorneys and ex- 
perts are unanimous in the opinion 
that he has proved his fitness to be at 
large. His friends believe that if he 
acquits himself in the future as well 
as yesterday, Justice Mills will have 
no choice but to grant his application 
for release from Matteawan. 

But Thaw’'s ordeal is not over. He 
will remain on the witness stand to- 
day and perhaps a day longer. The 
state's alienists believe that if he 
insane he will be more likely to be- 
tray himself toward the end, when he 
wearied by Jerome's continued 
hammering. 

Neither Thaw nor Jerome displayed 
anything but the utmost good nature. 
Frequently the dialogue resembled the 
chat friends at an afternoon tea. 
Sometimes Thaw thought he _ had 
scored a point and smiled with the 
enjoyment. The smile was 
always reflected on the face of his 
mother, who sat in court throughout 
the day with the other members of the 
Thaw family. 

Jerome strove to establish Thaw’s 
insanity mainly on his alleged hallu- 
cinations regarding Stanford White’s 
treatment of young girls. Time and 
again he asked the witness’ own opin- 
ion of his mental state. Thaw’s re- 
plies in substance were:

At times the witness scored on the 
district attorney so palpably that the 
whole courtroom joined in his smile 
of triumph. Nothing pleased him 
more than the chance to correct 
Jerome on some minor detail of the 
evidence of past legal proceedings, 
which he had at his tongue’s end. 

Thaw’s mood was not always jovial. 
He gave the first signs of worry when 
the district attorney asked him to ex- 
plain his hostility to Dr. Hamilton, 
one of the state’s former alienists, 
and asked a number of questions evi- 
dently designed to show that Thaw’s 
prejudice was something violent and 
abnormal. 

Another line of questions that made 
the witness knit his brows had to do 
with his relations with Evelyn Nesbit 
before their marriage. Although it 
has been alleged that Thaw has broken 
with his wife he showed a strong de- 
sire to shield her name. Thaw showed 
strong reluctance to letting his wife 
take the stand and had his attorney 
invoke the privilege of confidential re- 
lations to bar her. 

Susan Merrill, who was the chief 
witness at Tuesday’s session, was in 
court again, but did not take the 


stand. Thaw swore that her most 
damaging charges against him were 
untrue.

On the whole, however, Thaw and 
his attorney are well satisfied with 
the day's work.

Thaw identified it as 
something he had prepared and sent 
to Delphin M. Delmas, his chief coun- 
sel during the first trial, for use in 
preparing closing speech to the 
jury. of its contents was 
strange enough to cafise suspicions of 
the author’s sanity, but these bits 
Thaw invariably explained by saying 
they were letters written to him and 
his family by persons whose kind in- 
tentions probably were better than 
their mental balance. 

“Lots of it was rubbish,” he added, 
“put some of the letters contained 
ideas | thought Delmas might use.”

As the oldest plumbing firm ino the 
city and one that bas succeeded in fair 
and open competition, we would like to 
set ourselves right before the reading 
public regarding tbe bestowal of the 
latest city contract.
